There is not one of them who can tell why 
he thinks the defendants guilty. The facts 
thus far printed are not sufficient to prove 
that. the defendants committed the crime 
with which they stand charged. They do not 
warrant a conviction. They simply tend to 
prove that the tive men may be guilty. They 
raise a presumption which may be converted 
into a certainty by additional evidence whieh 
the state will present, or which may be swept 
away by the witnesses for the defense. Yet 
here is the most discreditable spectacle of 
men saying that they have made up their 
minds as to the guilt of the accused from 
evidence which does not establish that guilt, 
and that they would disregard and pay no

_ THE MORALE OF HAY FEVER. 

The hay fever people are a curious lot. It 
is one of their peculiarities to organize them- 
selves into sneezing associations and hold 
conventions of a catarrhai character. One 
of these, known as the United States Hay 
Fever association, met in New York the other 
day, and illustrated another poculiarity. by 
listening with eager satisfaction to one Dr. 
Townsend of Philadelphia, who maintained 
the theory that hay fever is a moral disease 
and that none but moral men have it. Ac 
cording to this authority criminals, anarch- 
ists, und New York aldermen have never 
been known to be troubled with the disease. 

Dr. Townsend did not attempt to trace the 
secret relations which exist between an up- 
right soul and a sneezing nose and swelled 
head, but contented bimself with noting the 
fact, so far as he had observed it, that the 
sneezers were always moral persons and

If they are, then it is a lttle remarkable 
that those who have hay fever fastened upon 
them as a permanent fixture do not at once 
turn eriminals and anarchists, if they cannot 
get elected aldermen, and thus escape it by 


be bound to establish the best system al 
ticable and supply every réasonabie accom- 
modation.’ When the people give the gov- 
ernment a monopoly of the mail service and 
are wholly dependent on it for postal facili- 
ties they have a right toexpect improvements 
and extensions which will keep pace with 
growing wants in ali parts of the country. 

The theory of making the postoffice depart- 
ment selfsustaining has been followed too 
closely. In dealing with the postal service 
theré are other matters to be taken into con- 
sideration than keeping the expense inside 
‘the revenue of this particular department. 
In this country a good postal system is not 
me a great public convenience or busi- 
ness advantage, but rapid and cheap inter- 
communication must be -conceded to be one 
of the best instrumentalities for promoting 
the unity of the peonle and strengthening 
the government. Writing nearly thirty 
years ago, Draper said: In America trans- 
portation is a matter of ‘the highest 
state necessity.” Regardirg facilities. of 
intercommunication as the best remedy 
for |sectionalism and cure for disunion 
tendencies, he predicted that the im- 
provement of the means of travel and 
i ntercourse between different parts of the 
country would in time become the most im- 
portant question in the civil polity of the 
de ng States. Measures of state and na- 
tional legislation in regard to railroad trans- 
portation already show how the prediction 
is being fulfilled. Governmental authority is 
exercised to keen competition free between 
carriers so that the service may be improved, 
— arbitrary measures are resorted to in 
order to compel the making of reasonable 
rates. While the government thus inter- 
feres with corporate carriers witn a view of 
enforcing the proper performance of an im- 
portant public function, it cannot afford to 
permit that branch of interco unication 
over which it has exclusive cohtrol to fall 
into an unsatisfactory condition. 

Mr. Clarkson is right Postal facilities 
shbuld be ahead of rather than behind . pub- 
he wants. Easy intercOmmunication and 
the rapid transmission of intelligence are 
vital matters in @ country like this. Sooner 
or later the telégraph will be added to the 
postal service and the government will adopt 
every facility to give the people means of 
cheap and rapid intercommunication. There 
is more th and development in this 
branch. of the government than any other. 
Mr. Clarkson is on the line of progress, and 
if he had the proper support would no doubt 
display as great vigor in extending the mail 
service as he does in improving it by ousting 
Democratic ppstanesters. 


PRESIDENTIAL HANDSHAKING MUST GO. 

It was intimated shortly after the inaugu- 
ration of President Harrison, and while his 
time was still almost entirely taken up in re- 
ceiving those who called to pay their respects 
to the new President, that Mrs, Harrison was 
desirous that a stop should be put to the wea- 
rying and unmeaning practice of handshak- 
ing on formal occasions. It was a physical 
burden which even the strongest man could 
not stand forever. 
with thé labor of a modern reception thought 
this idea was an excellent one, and thus far 
not a protest has been heard. 

It is now stated with much positiveness 
that when winter comes there will be no 
handshaking on state occasions and at large 
public receptions. by either the President or 
his wife. Both of them have sufferea from 
its fatiguing effects and do not feel inclined 
to go through the trying ordeal again. Nor 
is there any reason why they should thus 
waste strength which is needed for matters 
of more consequence. That handclasp which 
is proper between friends is out of place at 
those calls of courtesy or curiosity which are 
known as “going to @ reception.” It is 
enough to look at the Président and his wife. 
It is unnecessary to join with others in laming 
their bands, 

It is quite probable that when the innova- 
tion is once made there will be outcries about 
“alping the aristocracy” and “ introducing 
thé, customs of a monarchy.” It will be 
called “an insult to democracy.” Far from 
it. It will not even be a return to the rather 
stately and cumbersome etiquette of the first 
President. That was abandoned by some of 
bis successors because it seemed too aristo- 
¢ratic for them, and the era of handshaking 
began. But there was not in those days that 
interminable succession of men and women 
which now flows past a President when he 
gives areception. Where one person called.

‘COL. INGERSOLL’S TRIBUTE TO SEAVER. 

The address which Col. Ingersoll recently 
delivered at the funeral of his frie ud. Hovace 
Seaver, the freethinker and late editor of the 
Boston Investigator, was, like all of Mr. Inger. 
soll's tributes of such occasions, very beauti- 
ful, very graceful, and very poetical, but 
even hisown friends must concede it was 
lacking in power. in originality of thought, 
in assertion, belief, or faith, From this 
point of view it shows that Mr, Ingersoil re- 
mains upon his old levels, and that as the 
years go by and the world advances he re- 
mains stationary, gathering no fruit from 
personal experience or outside investigation. 
He is still groping about, complaining be- 
cause he does not know, and mourning be- 
cause it is so. Thus it happens that he can 
bring to those in bereavement only the gos- 
pelof grief and the barren consolations of 
doubt and ignorance as to a future state.

„ §EWAGE DISPOSAL IN EUROPE. . 
During the course of the discussion over 
the Chicago drainage actin the legislature 
some illinstracted people in and out of that 
body clamored fer the “protection of the 
‘* Iilinois river from pollution; said the dis- 
posal of sewege by throwing it into @ run- 
ning stream was a dbarbar:sm > and demanded 
that this city follow the example of Paris, 
Berhn, and other Kuropean cities and use its 
sewage for the fertilization of lands: They 
talked of intercepting sewers, settling tanks, 
the commercial value of the dried products, 
and of the possibility of maaing the sand- 
hills near Michigan City biegsom like the 
rose. They were told that the pians they 
proposed had been worked out, that their 
cost would be about forty million dollars, and 
their effectiveness was doubtful. They were 
told that European cities placed on the banks 


of petty streams could not be taken as prece- 


dents for Chicago with Lake Michigan be- 
hind it. * 

Dr. Rauch of the state board of health 
has spent some months abroad looking into 
this matter of sewage disposal, and has re- 
turned firm in tne faith that the only way to 
deal with that of Chicago is by diluthon and 
its removal down the Illinois and the Missis- 
sipp: to the gulf. He sees no other way out 
of it. He wants no sewage farms, because it 
would pe-necessary to go too far to get suita- 
ble land. Thus far the plan has worked 
well at Berlin, which is in the center of a 
saudy plain, which without some fertilizer is 
unfit for cultivation. How long it will be ef- 
fective there ‘remains to be seen. The ca- 
pacity of land to absorb or digest sewage is 
limited. The time comes for even the most 
receptive of soils when it is clogged and 
loaded with the stuff, so that what is grown 
is go rank as to be unfit first for human beings 
and next for animals. The cost of the Ber- 
lin plant was $17,000,000. With that sum of 
money the Chicago sanitary district, if it 
does not fool away its cash on absurd cut- 
offs, will get much bétter results than Ber- 
lin, with no heavy yearly expenses for main- 
tenance. - 

Dr. Rauch was surprised at what he saw in 
Paris. He found the Seine as bad as the 
‘Chicago river and a higher death rate there 
than here, which he attributed to the fact 
dust nine-tenths of the houses have oesspools 
under them. To keep the sewers sweet and 
clea they keep the sewage out of them. 
The¥are used for the disposal of the storm 
waters and also contain electric and other 
wires, Water pipes, etc. They are pretty, but 
not as ul as here. He found that but 
one-third of the Paris sewage was used on a 
farm with an area of a little over three 
square miles 

In England he found that they bad thus 
far been able w make little use of the sludge 
or heavier partez the sewage. Much money 
had been spent m attempts to make it avail- 
able for fertiliz purposes. but the farm- 
ers would not take it us a gift. He found 
the Thames at some points as foul as the Chi- 
cago river, and it did not seem to be possible 
to secure better results, The Thames is but 
a small river, and the retuge, which is carried 
| down to the sea with the eb tide, is brought 

back with the flood. After studying over 
these costly efforts to get rid of sewage in 
places which have not and cannot get water 
for dilution, Dr. Rauch rettgyeq more than 
ever convinced of the merits of the plan 
which this city has finally “Se einde the 
power to carry out. 


AN GLO-AMERICAN ANTIPATRyES.

Whether the time will ever come that this in- 
fluence will disappear remains te be seen, and 
must depend upon the English themselves. 
It is more to the point that it exists and is 


the outcome of injustice and unfriendly ‘ 


treatment. If it be true, as Mr. Curtis says, 
that our preferences should be for the people 
from whom we are descended and whose 


language we speak, it is equally true that tne 
preferences of the same people should be for 


us, and that they should give us tests of their 
friendship not only when everythimg is 
going on smoothly and we do not need 
‘but also when we 
are in trouble and do need it. This has 
not yet been the case. The heredity of

the attitude of England towards us in 1812, 
nor was it changed when Great Britain al-

England 
has always been a fairweather friend of the 
United States. The American boy of the

second, because the Irish: people from the 
revolution to the present time have been

have rendered us great and important serv- 
ice.“ There is no antipathy on the part 
American people to the work- 
ing classes of the English people, but 
unfortunately in time of trouble their friend-

MAMIE MURPHY. Mamie Murphy was 
only a child and for that reason her friends 
will not believe that she has fallen a prey to 
designing man or woman. Her 14 years 
found her looking little more than 11 or 12, 
as two or three years ago she suffered a se- 
vere illuess and from that time had been 
delicate. It was only a short time before her 
disappearance that she had begun to cast off 
the appearance of an invalid and the color to 

return to her cheeks. 

If, there was the slightest trace of unhappy 
home life, the mystery might not beso great, 
but, though the home ‘was. humbie, it was a 
true one, in which love and kindness ruled. 
Because of the child’s delicate health she 
was not asked to do any of the necessary 
housework, but was allowed to have her own 
‘way, coming and going as she chose. This is 


the basis for the hope that no harm has over- 


taken her. : 

Though allowed such freedom little Mamie 
never overstepped the bounds of propriety. 
Her playmates were often much younger 
than she was, but her mind was bright be- 
yond her years, and the suggestion that she 
eould have been walking abstractedly in a 
place of danger and met with an accident is 
scouted by those who 
Last summer Mamie was con- 
firmed. At that time her photograph 
was taken. Now the mother’s teardimmed 
eyes rést on the picture of the childish face 
and figure in the first communion garments 
the wreath and the veil—and the heart 
grows sore with doubt. The remaining 
daughter and the four sons give her words 
of cheer, and then, when she cannot see 
them, they weep and mourn over the lost 
and try to hope against hope. 

HER DISAPPEARANCE. . 

It has been two weeks today since Mamie 
Murpby was seen at her home, At that time 
she bade them all a joyous farewell and said 
she was going to the house of her uncle, 
Thomas Murphy, at No. 841 South Halsted 
street. This was a common practice with 
her, for she was a prime favorite with her 
uncie and with her cousin, Ald. William J. 
Murpby. She remained at her uncle's house 
until Tuesday, when she left, it was sup- 
posed, for home. 


No one has been found who saw her after . 


that time. Thoueh she did not go home that 
night the members of the family felt no 
alarm, as they did not know how long her 
visit would be. But when they learned of 
the hovr she had started for home they be- 
came alarmed; Then began the search for 
traces of the missing one. Aid. Murphy pro- 
cured the hearty codperation of the police de- 
‘ partment, and the officers of every station 
were notified to leaye no stone unturned in 
their efforts to find the child.

At first he was opposed 
to its ratificaton by the Indians, but later he 
became a convert tothe arguments of the 
commissioners. He was the only chief who 
impressed the commission with his great- 
ness, and Gov. Foster, chairman of the com- 
mission, remarked that the sense of Grass 
would be conceded anywhere and that 
he was an in giant in com- 
parison to the Indians whom they had 
met. Maj. James McLaughlin is deeply 
concerned by the 3 of Grass. He 
said today: The d of Grass would bea 
vy blow to the Indians. He is the most 
honest, most brilliant, and most progres- 
sive Indian I have met in my eighteen years’ 
experience among them. I hope he may live 
untl we get him hore, and if skill and care 
will insure his recovery no fears may be ap- 
prehended.’’ '

Sne was sighted 
in the Behring sea July 30, while sealing, 
by the revenue cutter Rush. Verbal orders 
were given the captain to take tne schooner to 
Sitka. Instead of doing this he brought her 
here, and will take her from here to Port 
Townsend and hand her over to the collector of 
customs, She had on board when sighted 190 
sealskins, which were taken possession of by 
the Rush.

UNPRECEDENTED CAREER OF MARY 

M’GREAVY, THE CHILD BURGLAR.

After a Series of Puzzling Crimes on the 

South Side in 1888 the Girl Was Appre- 
ended and a Wagonlead of Stolen 
Articles Recovered — Recent Depreda- 
tions of a Similar Character Lead to 
Her Second Arresi—Her Hiatory.

A year’s sojourn in the House of tne Good 
Shepherd had no perceptible infivence on her, 
as she began to steal the moment she escaped 


from the institution. 


The gurl is again under arrest obarged 
with burglary, and asthe most incorrigible 
housebreaker of her age and sex stands with- 
out an equal in this country. 

In appearance Mary is tall and slight of 
build, with brown eyes and jet biack hair. 
Her teeth are good and she shows them 
frequently in a pleasant smile when in con- 
versation, but rarely looks into the face of 
the person she is talking to. One of a large 
family, she had little schooling except what 
the street furnished, and the shrewdnes she 


learned there was valuable to her when. she 


adopted stealing as a profession. 

Her father is ahard working teamster, and 
the mother also works to help provide for 
the seven children. When Mary was about 
14 years old, which age. she reached not 
quite two years ago, she was permitted 
to go out and look for work. Sue 
was handy in household work, and 
so sought for that class of employment. 
She was hired to do housecleaning in several 
residences of the south side, and in this way 
gained knowledge of the mode of life in the 
better class of families and tue hours kept 
by the members. When she tired of work- 
ing for aliving this knowledge became of 
use to her. 

BEGINNING A CAREER OF CRIME. 

A year ago last January Mary began her 
criminal career. Her plan of Operation was 
to boldly @nter a rear door or a hall door if 
open and quietly search the rooms. As often 
happens in the quiet districts, the back doors 
were left unfastened. Anything of a sal- 
able nature was good enough for the young 
burglar. She took clothing of all sorts—from a 
baby’s long dress to a sealskin sacque 
—forks, spoons, and bric-A-brac. Some 
times a pair of embroidered slippers 
caught her fancy, and a waterproof garment 
hanging in the hall was not beneath her no- 
tice. If given time to make a thorough 
search of the promises Mary would make 
selections from the mass of clothing, and it 
ison record she cut off some fine lace 
trimmings from one victim’s skirts. Shoes 
of all sizes were especially welcome, and in 
fact nothing that coula be tied up into small 
bundles came amiss to her. 

Upwards of twenty burglaries were re- 
ported to Lieut. Day in the months of Febru- 
ary ahd March, 1888, and the press reports 
stated that the Stanton avenue district was 
believed to be overrun with a gang of bold 
sneakthieves and burgiars. 

As the police failed to make any arrests 
and the burgiaries did not cease the lieuten- 
ant’s hair began to turn gray with vexation. 
Every officer that could be spared was put on 
the case, and at last, March 27, Mary Mac- 
Greavy was caught. | 

She was seen coming out of a private resi- 
dence with a bundle of clothing, and upon 
inquiry it was learned that the stuff was 
stolen, When Mary’s home was searched the 
police gathered up a wagon lead of stolen 
property. 

There were silk dresses, cloaks, children’s 
and infants’ clothing, boots and shoes of ali 
sizes, table and mantel covers, handpainted 
ornaments, etc. 

Lieut. Day turned his ‘office into a Yancy 
dry goods store and invited the ladies of the 
district in te see his display. They came and 
were amazed. 

When Mary was confronted with many of 
the owners her peculiar nature began to be 
understood. 

AGAIN BEGINS HER DEPREDATIONS. 
young culprit was obddurate when 
questioned, and the only reason she ever 
gave for stealing the’clothes was that she 
wanted them to wear, and hér excuse for 
taking ornaments and household decora- 
tions, Ste., was that they wére pretty. 

A curious thing in connection with her 
stealings was that her booty was all stored 
in the) little cottage occupied by her parents 
without their knowledge. Her mother told 
the police that Mary informed her that the 
people she worked for had made her a pres- 
ent of the few articies of clothing the girl 
displayed. The youngest children were 
found to be wearing some of the stolen goods, 
but the mother professed ignorance as to 
how they came.into the house. 

The burglaries ceased in the district after 
Mary’s capture, and a dozen ladies living on 
Lake avenue, Groveland avenue, Prairie, 
Ellis, Vernon, South Park, and Rhodes ave- 
nues identified their property and appeared 
against the precocious thief. She was tried 
in the criminal court and sent to the House 
of the Good Shepherd, her youth saving her 
from a term in the penitentiary. Twice she 
escaped from this institution and was taken 
back. The third time the sisters refused to 
receive her again, and she was —, to re- 
main at home. 

Numerous crimes similar to those that pre- 
ceded the girl’s first arrest have recently 


been reported to thg police at the Stanton 
avenue station and it was not dificult to fix 


upon Mary as the perpetrator. The com- 
plamants this time are Matilda Swanson, 
No. 3221 Rhodes avenue, and Mary Ryan, 
a servant at No. 3009 Groveland avenue. 
They lost clothing. An attempt to 
interview Mary at the jail last night, where 
she is awaiting a hearing before Justice 
Prindiville Sept. 4, did not result in much 
that is new. The giri put on an air sullen 
bravado and would only smile in a 
foolish sort of way in aaswer to 
the questions put. Theréis a vacant stare 
in her eyes that goes far to sustain the opin- 
ion of Matron Lytle at the armory that Mary 
McGreavy is insane, but whether she can 
escape the penitentiary on this assumption 
remains to be seen.

Joseph Jolaski Finds Nis Bird and the 
Police Discover Joe. 
- Joseph Jolaski, who had been wanted by the 
police for neariy a year, Was arrested Friday 
night. The time before when Jolaski was caught 
his eaptor was May Mason of No. 583 West Con“ 
gress street.

him on Twentieth street. He caused her arrest 
on a charge of larceny and appeared to prosecute 
the case before Justice Doyle. A change of 
venue to Justice Scully was taken and the next 
day Jolaski went before that magistrate to 
his testimony. Justice Scully recognized him 
but kept quiet about it at the time and told the 
officers after the man had gone home. 

When arrested Jolaski denied everything and 
insisted that he was a strangerin the city.

The ost declares that the 
only way to turn the attention of Russia 
from war is for the European powers to agree 
to give her a free bandiul in Asia or the 
Balkans. 
Germany Wants More So'diers. 

The coming session of the German reichs- 
tag is not expected to be either stormy or 
sensational. Among the most impo d 
measures to be introc uced is a bill which the 
government is preparing for credits to aug- 
ment and reorganize the army, ia view of the 
continual increase of the French and Russian 
armaments. The members of the reichstag

The Times“ Case Taken to the Federal 
Court—An Injunction Asked. 

The affa'rs of James J. West and the Chicago 
Timer company have been taken into the United 
States circuit court by a bill tiled yesterday 
against J. J. West, C. E. Graham, J. A. Fullen- 
weider. C. W. Boucher, and W. A. Paton. the 
orators being H. J. Huiskamp, H. C. Huiskamp, 
John N. Irwin, George D. Rand, and Cyrus E. 
Phillips, the Iowa stockholders. get ae 

It is alleged that in December, 1887, the orators 
were induced by J. J. West and C. A. Snowden 
to purchase the Times... West and Snowden 
were to act as their agents and trustees 
in the purchase of the property. The terms of 
the purchase were the payment of $275,000 to 
Mrs. Eureka C. Storey and $11,000 in cash and 
$190 000 worth of real estate to the other heirs. 
The Mail was to be consolidated with the newly 
acquired property, the owners to receive $150, 
in stock of the 7tmes company. | 

At the first meeting the Times building and the 
newspaper were transferred to the company for 
$850,000, one share being issued to F. S. 

v. 1000 shares to Saowden, and 
‘ to West. It was to furnish 
$700,000 for the purchase, and for paying debts 
und giving the company a working capital. The 
Iowa men agreed to furnish three tenths of this 
and West seven-tenths. West, they charge, was 
forced to schedule his chy Sy aud made a 
showing that he was worth ,000. whereupon 
they paid to $185,000.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 31.— Minneapolis 
continues to enjoy the distinction of being 
the greatest primary wheat market in the 
world. The total wheat receipts for the crop 
year ending today are 38,000,000 bushels in 
round numbers. This is 10,000,000 less than 
last year owing to the lightcrop. The total 
réceipts last year were 47,538,430, and in 1887 
it was 39,248,350. 

The flour output fell off a little this year, 
owing to the poor quality of wheat and the 
high prices for flour in midwinter. The ex- 
ports were also lighter for the same reason. 
The price of flour was too high to compete 
with the winter wheat men. The total out-

| QUEBEC AND ITS GLORIES. 


MARY HARTWELL caTaERWOOD 
‘WRITES OF THE QUAINT OLD CITY. 


A Town Rich in the History of the Past, 
with Fertile Fields for the Artist and 
Student—Laborers Whe Have an Abuan- 
dance of Leisure and. Railway Trains 
That Make Long Stops—The Notre Dame 
Cathedral and the Convent—French- 
men and Englishmen. 

QuEBEC, Aug. 28.--[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—It is a delightfui thing to reach Que- 
bec at early duwn and ferry across from 
Point Levi through the shifting: mists of the 
Away up this province the world is 
humid and green and cool. The inhabitants 
of Quebec are fond of exclaiming to each 
other: “A fine day after the ruin!“ Here 
no such dust clouds rise up and swallow you 
as late summer whirls out of the sear prairie 
roadweys or as carwheels beat from that re- 
gion of bandylegged railway conductors 
known as the natural gas belt. Every time 
the student comes back to Quebec he catches 
hints of this old world city which he never 


caught before, no matter how familiar to him 


its history, and haunts, and relics may be. 
Montreai really has fine churches, whatever 
may be said to the contrary. But Quebec is 


' rocky chalice holding the heart of French 


Canada. 

Tourists in gangs go driving to see Mont- 
morenci falls, the plains of Abraham, and 
Wolfe's monument, tne massive city gates, 
and the fortress walls, which have an extent 
of more than four miles, the parliament 
building and citadel, and all the show places. 
Or you may see them wandering along six 
inch wide sidewalks, taking to the shops 
with terror if a caléche thunders on the 
stones behind them. Tourists ate here sum- 
mer or winter. And whenever they are not 
going on wheels they move in sheepish un- 
certainty, followed by an average of fifteen 
cabmen to each tourist. 

„Wagon! Wagon, sir? Bad job. Going 
to rain.“ 

They stand and speculate on howa caléche 
may be Mounted without a stepiadder. You 
meet them going down Breakneck stairs and 
Little Champlain street to the “oldest church 
m Canada’’—Notre Dame des Victories—in 
lower town. But sightseers spend ho time 
on these descending steps watching shop in- 
teriors. It is your prying student, over whom 
the glamour of Wrench romance has been 
thrown, who lingers on that dirty lane of 
terraced boards and smiles on barekneed 
French babies thrusting their heads over 
silla upon the street. Shabby is the milli- 
nery displayed within dim windows along 
Breakneck stairs. Jean Ba’ti’ in his work- 
ing clothes rests on a landing and leans 
against the rail to look up at Marie, who has 
black eyes and smiles at him between out- 
swung window sashes. 

DELIBERATE FRENCH LABORERS, 

In this unhurried province the working 
Frenchman has more time than anybody else. 
It is a land where railway trains stand long 
enough at stations to give parting friends 
time to make their wills in each other’s favor 
if they so desire. Butno other creature is 
quite as deliberate as the French laborer. 
During the hardest driven hours of the day 
he can slip into the cathedral, cross himself, 
and say some prayers. I love his pious, hon- 
est face, making its bows before tne altar 
and gazing about at votive tablets and pict- 


‘ures while its lips chop away at good words. 


He may not be a progressive citizen, and he 
will never be rich; but no sourness of unbe- 
lief is in his blood; he has the St. Lawrence 
to look at, and what more does he want than 
his onions and sausage? I tell you he is a 
happy man. 

In Quebec there is little rush and city roar, 


A ladder-shaped. dray or passimg cab makes 


some slight thunder on the cobbles. After 
the sunset gun is fired a chastened hush falis 
upon the promontory as if it were a village 
settling down for the night. If you are then 
driving to your train you will see gulfs of 
darkness opening in strange directigns. Or 
doors opening outward from opaque house- 
tronts will show you lighted courtse far 
back. A hanging gallery’ crowded with 
flowers and lighted from within makes a 
band of color fur up a gable. 

Outside the St. Louis gate the city spreads 
in palatial homes. There the student goes 
on a pilgrimage of respect to acknowledge 
the kindness of one of the scholars of the 
province; a priest who lives in Paris, or 
Rome, or Quebec, as his studies may dictate. 
The world has never considered how much 
it is indebted to scholarly priests for the 
preservation of its history. The minutest 
records of the old Frengh régime were kept 
by ecclesiastical hands. 

Many a maker of stories has hung about 
the cloistered convent of the Ursulines and 
wished to pry amidst its garden or along the 
ways once trodden by Mother Mary of the 
Incarnation, by pretty and devout Mme. de 
la Peltrie, and dy that pious widow of the 
colonial governor, d’ Aillebout, who resembled 
Jeanne le Ber in her extreme seif discipline. 
But there is no admission to a cloistered con- 
vent. The world is shut out. Montcalm’s. 
body lies in the Ursuline chapel in a grave 
partly scooped by a cannon ball. 

THE BEAUTIES OF QUEBEC. 

I feel that I own Quebec by a peculiar right 
of discovery. And 1 point out its glories té 
that practical critic, the leader of this pres- 
ent expedition. Westand on the corner of 
Buade street, ana I gaze with tenderness on 
the Basilica, the Notre Dame cathedral of 
upper town, rich in paintings and historic 
memories, 

But the critic pronounces upon it through 
cigar smoke: 

It has the appearance of any other pile of 
rough stone. Top of it looks like modern 
tin; and, b’ George, it is tin!“ 

To an American, who has many prejudices 
concerning the dignity of bearing arms for 
his country, to say nothing of a natural pride 
in himselt, it seems strange to see ope of her 
majesty’s straight and scarlet soldiers re- 
ceive a tip on his palm tor showing a party 
through the fortress. But the little fee 
scarcely pays these common recruits for the 
troubie to which they are constantly put by 
the crowds of tourists. 

Some years ago Quebec was garrisoned by 
British soldiery. Then the married men’s 
quarters—like burrows in the enormous wall 
—swarmed with families, and martial prog- 
eny played among the stone chimneys 
ranged along the top. But now only Cana- 
dian troops are here. The rocky enclosure 
is a huge area, flecked with the remains of 
the old French buildings. The French raised 
their fortifying walls against an earthen 
bank. These feeble works the English have 
replaced by great double walls, between 
which you drive as along an enormous moat. 
Some of the baswons have a thickness of six 
or seven feet. 

In Quebec fortress your soldier always 
takes you to a baby cannon placed in a proud 
and conspicuous spot and inscribed with the 
legend that it was taken from the Americans 
at the battle of Bunker Hill. 

„I had an old woman here from Massachu- 
setts the other day.“ says the soldier, and 
when I showed her this she looked at ita 
while and then she says: Well, you got the 
cannon, but we got the hill.“ 

There are five Martello towers set about 
Quebec heights. Two stand between the 
fortress and the plains of Abraham, and it is 
said to be literally true that the old under- 
ground passages are kept open from the fort 
to the first, and from the first to the second. 
Built of blocks of stone, with a round wood- 
en roof, which may be removed at will, the 
Martello towers could be suddenly converted 
from lookouts into towers of aefense. Seen 
from the river they look like huge stumpy 
churns with slightly conicai lids. They are 
the modérp contrivance of an Italian, dating 
only from the time of Napoleon, and amount 
to little in the way of defense.

SNAKES ON THE EGG SHELLS | 


A Wonderfal Freak of Nature Caused by a 
Hen Being Charmed. 

GNA. III., Aug. 27.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]|—A wonderful freak of nature, 
resulting from the charming of a hen by a 
huge rattlesnake, is reported by Maj. Scheller 
de Buol, who resides just south of this city, 
on the line of the Burlington road. The 
major states that Friday last he had occasion 
to search for a favorite hen belonging to his 
coop of rare fowls, and he found her near a 
pile of brush, trembling like a leaf and gaz- 
ing with strained eyes and neck transfixed 
at a huge rattlesnake, which lay coiled not 


tour feet away, with head and tail up, ready 


for its fatal spring. Maj. de Buol had a hoe 
in Kis hand at the time, and lost no time in 
dispatching his snakeship. He then at- 
tempted to “shew” the hen to. the 
barn, bys she could not be made 
to and he accordingly picked 


her up and carried herin his arms to the 
coop. The strangest thing about the inci- 
dent above narrated is that for three succes- 
sive days thereafter the hen laid an egg on 
the large end of which was an exact repre- 
sentation in miniature of the rattlesnake, 


the flat head, short, thick body, and button 


tail othis species of reptile being strikingly 
apparent. Otherwise the eggs were perfect- 
ly formed and of ordinary size. The coils 
or representations of the snake are raised a 


quarter of an inch from the shell and are 


clusively thatit was the work of nature. 
The eggs were brought to this city and pre- 
sented to Dr. E. R. Kittoe by Maj. de Buol, 
and are now on exhibition at Siniger’s drug 
store, where they have been seen and exam- 
ined by hundreds of people. The above is 
an accurate sketch of these most wonderful 
freaks in nature, but they must be seen to 
be fully appreciated, as showing the effects 
of the power of charming possessed by the 
serpent, and particulariy the rattlesnake. 


A WOLF-SPIDER AT MORGAN PARK. 


How Mr. Truax Captured a Ferocious Mem- 
ber of the Mygale Family. 

Itis not often that a wolf-spider is found 
in Iilinois, and itis not surprising therefore 
that Mr. R. M. Truax of Morgan Park was 
considerably startled the other morning 
while trimming his lawn to run across one of 

these illfavored in- 
sects. He quickly re- 
covered from his sur- 
prise, however, and 
soon had the creature 
safely ithprisoned in a 
bottle. Upon looking 
up the records it was 
found that the spider 
belonged to the My- 
gale family, and is 
dignified with the 
Latin name Tycosa 
Fatifera,or wolf-spider.

THE WOLF-SPIDER. tion measures one and 
one-half inches in length, and its body is 
covered with a shell-like substance. Its 
sting is deadly poison. It is a native of 
northern Europe, although branches 
of the Mygale family are found in 
the warmer climates of America. 
Mme. Merian is authority for the 
statement that the American Mygale 


far as to drag hummoing-birds out of their 
nest and devour them. The wolf-spider is 
the most ferocious of the Mygaies, which, 
according to M. Walckenaer, are divided 
into thirty.six species. The question is, How 
did the Spider get to Morgan Park? Mr. 
Truax’s theory is that it was in some way 
brought over by a gang of Italians who re- 
cently arrived in this country and are now 
at work in Morgan Park. 


‘Libraries of Europe. 

The European country which possesses the 
largest number of public libraries is Austria. In 
Austria there are no fewer than 577 public lib- 
raries, containing 5,475,000, volumes without 
reckoning maps and manuscripts—a total which 
comes out at 26 volumes per 100 of the popula- 
tion. France possesses 500 public libraries, con- 
taining 4.598,000 volumes and 135,000 manuscripts 
or 12 volumes per 100 of the inhabitants; Italy 
ganking next with 493 libraries, 4,349,000 volumes 
and 330,000 manuscripts, or 16 volumes per 100.

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THE FRENCH EXTREMIST wHo was | ng 
CONVICTED OF HIGH TREASON, 


An Interview with Him White le Was in 
Charge of the Marseillaise”"—Bis Can- 
did Opinions on the Political Situation 
in France and His Force as a Writer— 
How the Man Appeared in Mis Own 
Office—His Connections with Other 
Journals and His Early Life. 


One of the three “extremists” in French 
Politics recently found guilty of high treason 
by the socalied state council formed of mem- 
bers of the senate of France is Henri Roche- 
fort. Speaking of politics in the adaptation 
generally favored in this country, Rochefort 
is at once interesting and incomprehensible.

One of the attacnés of the 
ambassador of one of the great powers tn 
Paris said about Rochefort: “ These attacks 
are ridicuious. Every one of us knew the 
man. He was a subordinate officer in the 
city hall. Rochefort is a man of honor and 
character. Nobody can justly charge him 
with dishonesty.” 

FROM AN OLD FRENCH FAMILY. 

Count Victor Henri Rochefort de Lucay. 
that is fort’s complete name and title 
—is the lineal descendant of an old and 
noble French aristocraticfamily. His father 
was financially ruined by unfortunate specu- 
lauons and at an early age the boy found 
himself compelled to, hew his own path in 
life. His early career was full of hardsbips 
and work. He gave private lessons in vari- 
ous branches and held beside a subordinate 
clerkshipin the Paris city hall to which a 
salary of 1,200 francs was attached. It has 
been said that Rochefort spent his youth and 
the early part of his manhood in saloons and 
wine houses. This does not seem to be borne 
out by the facts. Out of his scanty earnings 
he supported an aged mother. Rochefort 
now 54 years of age, having. been born July 
20. 1835. The income from his lessons and 
his position as clerk in tue license bureau 
was insufficient fora respectable living and 


He developed at, one time some talent as a 
dramatic writer and produced several plays 
and articles on the legitimate drama in 
Presse Theatrale, In 1850 he became connected 
with the 0 a theatrical and social 
pa r. When Millaud published Le Soleil, in 

1, Rochefort was offered a position which 
brought him 1,500 francs monthly. Later on 
he became connected with /Jigare in an edi- 
torial ca ty. As one of the editors of 
Solel and Figaro Rochefort met with mar- 


velous success. Yet he was one of the 


exceptions to the littering journal- 
ism of the Paris of the early ‘60s, 
He never had anything in common with the 
frivolous and characterless style of the writ- 
ers of the “Young Empire.” Even in His 
most ephemeral workings one thing was 
uppermost—the effort to revenge justice, 
liberty, and morals on the lascivious tone 
of the frivolous and characteriess press of 
the Bonapartistic régime. His most pointed 
articles are collected in three volumes—* La 
Grande 2 4 * Les Francais de la Dé- 
cadence,” and Signes du Temps.“ The 
Napoleonic administration recognized his 
integrity and independence fuil well. .One

„How Plays Are Made.“ It is a curious fact 
that, while ple who know nothing of paint 
and canvas do not attempt the production of 
pictures and while those who cannot control the 
stops ofa flute do not perform on that instru- 
ment (although Hamlet says that the latter ac- 
complishment is as easy as lying). the number is 
unlimited of those who without training believe 
themselves capable of writing a play. They 
haunt the offices of newspapers and theatrical 
managers with a persistency that would be im- 
rtinent if it were not pathetic. To those Mr. 
agnus addresses a few words of common sense. 
His article is negative rather than positive, for 
he tells them what not to do it they would secure 
for their manuscripts a moment's consideration.

The boys then 

watched, as they do now I nave no doubt, 

the movements of the statesmen they liked 

or disliked, easily caught on to their moods 

and methods and made good use of them for 

their own benefit. They had little reverence 

for anybody or any thing and were merci- 

less in their criticisms of the appearance and 
habits of the congressmen. 

It was not an easy thing in those days for 
a boy to get an appointment as page. I had a 
great struggle before I was successful, and, 
after all, I was appointed by an accident. I 
was born in Annapolis and raised in Baiti- 
more. My parents had no political pull“ 
whatever, and their means were not abun- 
dantenough to make them influential so- 
cially. The necessity of doing something to 
add to the family store therefore came upon 
me very early in life. Ithought of a dozen 
things; my mother of a dozen more. 
Finally 1 hit upon a place in the capitol 
as page. Reverdy Johnson, who was 
then a prominent man, was a distant relative 
of ours and he gave me a letter to some 
friends in Washington. On my arrival there 
I found more than a hundred boys, all with 
more influence than I had, clamoring for the 
dozen places to be filled. Yet I held on to 
what little grip my letters gave me, and one 
day secured Jeff Davis as one of my sponsers. 
His letter to the doorkeeper of the house 
was not overly earnest, but it was a great 
kindness to a boy without influence either 
social or political. I haunted the capitol day 
after day, and I must have been a nightmare 
to the man having the appointing power. I 
was so persistent that ne finaily promised me 
that I should go on as substitute when any of 
the boys were sick. 

GEN. SCOTT’S BIG FEET. 

I have often heard it said that great events 
turn upon small hinges. It was so in my 
case. One of the boys was reported sick one 
morning and I heard of it. I immediately 
approached the doorkeeper and reminded 
him of his promise. I was just in the nick of 
time, for he nad made the same promise to 
a dozen other boys, and they were on the 
lookout as well as myself. I was ahead, 
however, and was sent on the floor of tne 
house to take the place of tne sick boy. It 
seems to me that | must have had a hundred 
eyes that day, for no member called a page 
from any part of the house that did 
not see and intttediateiy make a break 
for him. I wanted to do all the work and

I 
remember that Mr. Douglas was exceedingly 
popular, and it Was always a scramble to see 
who should go to him with a message or run 
an errand for him.

give us good advice. Mr. Clay was also a 
man whom we liked very much; so was Mr. 
Calhoun. But we were all shy of Mr. Web- 
ster. He had little to say to us, and, towards 
the end of the first session of the thirtieth 
Ccngress, made an attack on the boys. 

It was the habit in those days to vote each 
of the pages at the end of ‘the session $200 
additional compensation.
